SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Guerilla Action is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book is classified as objectionable because of the strong manner in which, and the 
significant extent and high degree to which, it describes two men violently engaged in 
sexual activity with a woman. 

The book is a low budget throwaway publication whose sole purpose is to sexually 
arouse the reader. The book is almost exclusively devoted to providing explicit 
descriptions of male to male sexual activity. The descriptions are vivid and written in a 
colloquial style, and the sexual activity is described as consensual. The dominant 
impact of the book is of a chapter that relates how two men forcefully engage in sexual 
activity with a woman. The woman is bound and prevented from stopping what takes 
place. One of the men uses a belt to strap her across the buttocks and breasts. The 
book emphasises the extent and degree of the violence and the woman's reactions to it 
by placing the text in upper case letters. 

The woman's buttocks are described as heavily bruised and bleeding. The narrator of 
the story describes how each of the participants become sexually aroused, before the 
men forcefully and aggressively engage the woman in anal intercourse. The 
description of the main protagonist in this scene as both a sadist and misogynist adds 
to the impact of the image. 

The Classification Office is of the opinion that the descriptions of the activity are of a 
quality that the availability of the book is likely to be injurious to the public good. The 
Classification Office feels that the potential for harm arises out of the presentation and 
utilisation of women. Given the style of the description, the graphic nature of the 
violence, and the purpose of the book, the book is considered likely to be injurious as it 
describes a woman as being sexually aroused by it. While the book is of a fantastical 
style, there is a potential for the reader to act out his fantasy. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the book. 
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
